STATISTICS. 

Births. 

During  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  December,  1905, 
there  were  registered  in  the  City  and  County  of  Kingston  upon 
Hull,  according  to  the  returns  furnished  by  the  Registrars, 
7705  Births  and  4152  Deaths.  Of  the  Births  3986  were  males 
and  3719  females. 

The  Birth-rate  was  equal  to  29-8  per  1000  of  a  population 
of  258,127  of  all  ages,  the  official  estimated  population  to  the 
middle  of  1905,  residing  in  59,164  houses,  this  being  an 
average  of  4- 3  persons  to  each  house.  The  average  Birth-rate 
for  the  seventy-six  great  towns  was  28-2  per  1000. 

The  excess  of  Births  over  Deaths  in  1905,  representing 
the  natural  increase  of  the  population,  was  3553,  against  3119 
and  3635  in  the  years  1904  and  1903  respectively. 

The  average  density  of  population  per  acre  in  1905  was 

28-0. 


The  annual  rateable  value  of  the  City  in  1905  -1906  was 
£1,152,807. 


The  annual  Death-rate  from  all  causes  for  the  year  under 
notice  was  equal  to  16-0  per  1000,  namely  : —

Of  the  Deaths,  2,165  were  males  and  1,987  females. 

The  Death-rate,  according  to  the  Registrar-General’s 
returns  for  seventy-six  of  the  largest  towns  in  England  and 
Wales,  including  London,  averaged  15*7  per  1000  per  annum, 
the  lowest  rate  being  7-6  per  1000  in  Hornsey  and  the  highest 
22-1  in  Merthyr  Tydfil.

The  Infantile  Mortality,  measured  by  the  proportion  of 
deaths  under  one  year  of  age  to  births  registered,  was  153  per 
1000.  For  the  seventy-six  most  populous  towns  in  England 
and  Wales,  the  proportion  of  deaths  under  one  year  to  births 
registered,  averaged  140  per  1000.

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Marriages. 

During  the  year  1905  the  number  of  marriages  registered 
in  the  City  was  2,111,  as  against  2,052  in  1904,  and  2,099  in  1903. 
The  marriages  were  distributed  over  the  four  quarters  of  the 
year  as  follows  : — .First  quarter,  409  ;  second  quarter,  571  ; 
third  quarter,  539  ;  fourth  quarter,  592. 

The  marriage-rate,  i.e.,  persons  married  to  1000 
inhabitants,  was  16-3  in  1905,  as  against  16T  in  1904,  16-8  in 
1903,  and  17-4  in  1902. 

The  marriage-rate  in  England  and  Wales  was  15-3  per 
1000,  compared  with  15-2  in  1904,  15-6  in  1903,  and  15-9  in  1902.

Chief  Epidemic  Diseases. 

Six  hundred  and  five  deaths  have  been  recorded  from 
the  seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases,  a  mortality  at  the  rate 
of  2*34  per  1000  of  the  population,  and  distributed  over  the 
four  quarters  of  the  year  as  follows  — First  quarter,  100  ; 
second  quarter,  86  ;  third  quarter,  335  ;  and  fourth  quarter, 
84  respectively. 

The  death-rate  from  these  diseases  during  the  year  1905 
in  the  seventy-six  great  towns,  including  London,  averaged 
1-88  of  their  estimated  population.  The  average  number  of 
deaths  from  the  seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases  for  the  past 
20  years  was  581.  The  highest  aggregate  death-rates  from  the 
seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases  above  enumerated  were 
3-20  in  Sheffield,  3-21  in  West  Bromwich,  and  4*04  in  Merthyr 
Tydfil.

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Small  Pox. 

Three  deaths  from  Small  Pox  were  reported  during  the 
year,  two  occurring  in  the  first  quarter  and  one  in  the  second 
quarter,  being  a  mortality  at  the  rate  of  0*01  per  1000  of  the 
population.  The  average  death-rate  from  Small  Pox  in  the 
seventy-six  great  towns  was  0-00  per  1000  per  annum. 

Scarlatina. 

Twenty-six  deaths  have  been  reported  from  Scarlatina 
during  the  year,  being  a  mortality  at  the  rate  of  0T0  per  1000 
per  annum  of  the  estimated  population.  The  average  death- 
rate  from  Scarlatina  for  the  seventy-six  great  towns  was  0*13 
per  1000  per  annum.  The  deaths  from  Scarlatina  were 
distributed  over  the  four  quarters  of  the  year  as  follows  : — 
First  quarter,  4  ;  second  quarter,  10  ;  third  quarter,  6  ;  and 
fourth  quarter,  6.  The  average  number  of  deaths  from 
Scarlatina  in  the  City  during  the  past  twenty  years  was  32. 

Measles. 

Measles  accounted  for  22  deaths  in  1905,  as  against  178 
deaths  in  1904,  and  117  in  1903.  The  death-rate  from  Measles 
was  equal  to  0.08  per  1000  per  annum  of  the  estimated 
population.  The  average  death-rate  from  Measles  for  the 
seventy-six  great  towns  was  0-39  per  annum.  The  deaths 
from  Measles  were  distributed  over  the  four  quarters  of  the 
year  as  follows  First  quarter,  9  ;  second  quarter,  12  ; 
third  quarter,  1  ;  and  fourth  quarter,  0.  The  average 
number  of  deaths  from  Measles  in  the  City  during  the  past 
twenty  years  was  78. 

Diphtheria. 

There  have  been  72  deaths  from  Diphtheria,  as  against 
61  in  1904,  and  75  in  1903.  The  death-rate  was  equal  to  0*27 
per  1000  per  annum.  The  average  mortality  from  Diphtheria 
for  the  seventy-six  great  towns  was  016  per  1000  per  annum. 
The  deaths  from  Diphtheria  were  distributed  over  the  four 
quarters  of  the  year  as  follows  : — First  quarter,  1.8  ;  second 
quarter,  12  ;  third  quarter,  4  ;  and  fourth  quarter,  38.  The 
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average  number  of  deaths  from  Diphtheria  in  the  City  during 
the  past  twenty  years  was  29. 

The  following  is  a  report  on  the  incidence  of  Diphtheria 
in  Hull  during  the  past  5  years,  especially  having  regard  to 
its  prevalence  during  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  December, 
1905  : — 

During  the  past  five  years,  there  have  been  2,431  cases 
notified  (all  ages),  the  greatest  season  of  prevalence  being 
in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  respective  years.  The  highest 
number  of  notifications  (234)  was  received  during  the  quarter 
ended  December,  1905  (see  table  B). 

Of  this  total  number  of  notifications  for  the  five  years, 
1,044  were  males  and  1,387  females,  the  greatest  number 
(1,239)  occurring  between  the  ages  of  5  and  15  years  (see 
table  C). 

During  this  period  there  were  328  deaths  (151  males, 
177  females),  occurring,  44  in  two-roomed  houses,  60  in  three- 
roomed,  140  in  four-roomed,  and  84  in  houses  with  more  than 
4  rooms. 

The  greatest  number  of  deaths  occurred  in  the  registration 
districts  of  Drypool  (86),  Myton  (62),  and  West  Sculcoates  (56), 
the  greatest  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  1902  (85)  and  1903 
(74)  (see  table  D). 

The  death-rate  of  Hull  as  compared  with  the  large 
towns  of  England  and  Wales,  and  the  percentage  of  deaths 
in  Hull  to  the  cases  notified  is  shown  on  table  (E). 

The  schools  attended  by  the  greatest  number  of  children 
notified  to  be  suffering  from  Diphtheria,  were  Buckingham 
Street,  West  Dock  Avenue,  Middleton  Street,  and  Boulevard 
Higher  Grade  (see  table  n 

The  streets  in  which  deaths  from  Diphtheria  have  occurred 
are  shewn  in  table  G. 

Percentage .  of  cases  occurring  in  houses  provided  with 
water  closets  and  privies  (see  table  H). 

Of  the  2,431  cases  notified,  816  were  admitted  into 
hospital,  the  highest  number  admitted  in  one  year  being 
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208  in  1905,  the  percentage  of  cases  admitted  to  cases  notified 
in  this  year  being  33-6.  The  total  number  of  deaths  in  hospital 
was  123,  giving  a  percentage  mortality  of  15-0  for  the  five 
years. 

Tracheotomy  was  performed  in  43  cases,  26  recovered, 
17  died,  giving  a  mortality  percentage  of  39-5  (see  table  I). 

During  the  five  years,  2,797  swabs  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  of  which  number  1,229  were 
certified  as  positive,  16  doubtful,  and  1,552  negative  (see 
table  J.) 

Of  the  700  cases  notified  in  1905,  286  were  males  and 
414  females,  the  greatest  number  (363)  occurring  between  the 
ages  of  5  to  15  years,  the  majority  being  between  5  and  8  years, 
mostly  occurring  in  the  months  of  October  (110),  November 
(68),  and  December  (156),  the  disease  being  most  prevalent  in 
the  registration  districts  of  My  ton,  Drypool,  and  Newington 

and  the  highest  death-rates  in  Drypool,  Myton  and  Newland. 

<• 

During  the  year  1905,  an  outbreak  of  the  disease  occurred 
in  the  Spring  Bank  Orphanage,  and  since  the  beginning  of 
October,  28  cases  (12  males  and  16  females)  were  notified 
from  this  Institution.  273  swabs  were  taken  from  the 
throats  and  nasal  organs  of  155  of  the  inmates,  yielding  44 
“  Positive  ”  and  229  “  Negative  ”  results.  One  death  (male, 
11  years)  from  Diphtheria  occurred  in  the  Home  on  the  3rd 
November. 

Fifty-two  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported  as  occurring 
amongst  children  attending  the  Boulevard  Higher  Grade 
School,  30  of  such  notifications  being  received  during 
November  and  December.  During  the  Christmas  holidays 
(commencing  on  22nd  December)  this  school  was  thoroughly 
disinfected  by  the  Sanitary  Officers. 

The  cases  were  mostly  of  a  mild  character,  excepting 
during  November  and  December. 

During  recent  years  the  aggregation  of  children  and  the 
spread  of  Diphtheria  through  schools,  has  rendered  the  disease 
more  prevalent  in  urban  than  in  rural  districts,  and  I  am  of 
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opinion  that  the  present  outbreak  is  mostly  attributable  to 
children  suffering  from  mild  and  unrecognised  attacks,  or 
children  who  have  been  exposed  to  infection,  and  who,  although 
apparently  well,  may  have  the  Diphtheria  bacilli  in  their 
throats  or  nasal  organs,  attending  school,  thus  infecting 
healthy  and  susceptible  children. 

Catarrhal  symptoms  being  more  prevalent  during  the 
fourth  quarter  of  the  year,  render  the  persons  attacked  more 
susceptible  to  Diphtheria  if  brought  into  association  with 
infected  persons,  however  slight  may  be  their  attack,  whilst 
atmospheric  influences,  and  possibly  the  damp  nature  of  our 
geological  formation,  may  be  favourable  to  its  causation  and 
prevalence. 

Experience  shows  that  when  a  school  becomes  a  source 
of  infection,  the  children  mostly  affected  with  Diphtheria 
are  those  between  the  ages  of  5  and  8  years.  It  is  not  so 
common  below  the  age  of  5  or  above  the  age  of  10. 

Before  children  who  have  suffered  from  Diphtheria,  and 
others  who  have  in  any  way  been  exposed  to  infection,  are 
allowed  to  return  to  school,  a  swab  of  the  secretion  from  their 
throats  and  nasal  organs  should  be  submitted  to  bacteriological 
examination,  so  as  to  ascertain  whether  they  are  free  from 
Diphtheria  bacilli. 

According  to  information  supplied  by  the  Secretary  of 
Education,  the  following  statement  shows  the  school  accom¬ 
modation  and  attendance  during  the  past  year  : —

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In  cases  notified  for  removal,  or  where  it  was 
ascertained  that  the  circumstances  would  not  permit  of  proper 
isolation  at  home,  patients  were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium 
as  far  as  the  accommodation  would  permit. 

Unfortunately,  the  admission  of  three  cases  of  Small 
Pox  and  three  Contacts  into  the  Evan  Fraser  Hospital  on  the 
8th  December  (one  of  the  latter  developing  the  disease  after 
admission)  precluded  the  pavilions,  which  are  set  apart  for  the 
treatment  of  diseases,  other  than  Small  Pox,  being  used  for 
Diphtheria  patients,  and  admission  on  several  occasions,  had 
to  be  strictly  confined  to  the  more  serious  cases  or  those 
requiring  tracheotomy. 

Having  regard  to  the  increasing  population  of  the  City, 
now  estimated  at  262,426,  it  is  essential  that  the  advisability 
of  providing  additional  accommodation  at  the  Sanatorium 
for  the  treatment  of  this  disease  should  be  taken  into 
consideration  at  an  early  date. 

The  use  of  Anti-Diphtheria  Serum,  both  for  the  treatment 
of  Diphtheria  and  as  a  prophylactic  is  now  very  general,  and 
the  Serum  is  recognised  as  a  valuable  agency,  and  has  done 
much  to  lessen  the  virulence  and  mortality  from  Diphtheria, 
especially  when  used  in  the  early  stages  of  the  disease. 

Precautions  Adopted. 

Immediately  a  medical  practitioner  notifies  a  case  of 
infectious  disease,  the  house  is  systematically  visited  by  our 
Sanitary  officials  and  printed  precautions  to  be  taken  against 
the  spread  of  the  disease  are  freely  distributed.  Notice  is 
immediately  forwarded  to  the  Education  Authority  and  Public 
Libraries,  notifying  each  centre  of  infection,  and  children 
from  the  infected  houses  are  prohibited  from  attending  school. 

All  books  are  collected  from  the  infected  house  and 
disinfected  before  redistribution,  and  no  books  are  again  issued 
to  persons  residing  at  an  infected  house  until  convalescence  is 
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established.  A  sanitary  inspection  is  also  made  of  the  house, 
and,  in  the  event  of  any  defects  existing,  measures  are  forthwith 
taken  for  placing  the  same  in  a  sanitary  condition. 

As  a  result  of  the  investigations  made,  83  sanitary  defects 
were  discovered  in  houses  where  Diphtheria  had  occurred, 
they  being  mostly  of  a  minor  character. 

Special  attention  was  directed  as  to  the  possibility 
of  infection  through  milk  supplies  or  by  means  of  domestic 
animals,  but  in  no  instance  could  any  outbreak  be  attributed 
to  these  sources.

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Whooping  Cough. 

Whooping  Cough  occasioned  121  deaths,  as  against  62  in 
1904,  and  23  in  1903.  The  death-rate  was  equal  to  0-46  per 
1000  per  annum.  The  average  mortality  from  Whooping  Cough 
for  the  seventy-six  great  towns  was  0-29  per  1000  per  annum. 
The  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  were  distributed  over  the  four 
quarters  of  the  year  as  follows  First  quarter,  52  ;  second 
quarter,  38  third  quarter,  14  ;  and  fourth  quarter,  17.  The 
average  number  of  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  in  the  City 
during  the  past  twenty  years  was  78. 

Fever. 

This  term  embraces  the  three  forms — Typhus,  Typhoid, 
and  Simple  Continued  Fever — and  caused  22  deaths,  being  at 
the  rate  of  0-08  per  1000  of  the  estimated  population.  The 
average  mortality  from  Fever  for  the  seventy-six  great  towns 
was  0-08  per  1000  per  annum.  The  deaths  were  distributed  over 
the  four  quarters  of  the  year  as  follows  : — First  quarter,  5  ; 
second  quarter,  4  ;  third  quarter,  9  ;  and  fourth  quarter,  4. 
The  average  number  of  deaths  from  Fever pn  the  City  during  the 
past  twenty  years  was  43.

Diarrhoea  occasioned  339  deaths,  a  mortality  of  1*31  per 
1000  per  annum  of  the  estimated  population.  The  average 
mortality  from  Diarrhoea  for  the  seventy-six  great  towns  was 
0*83  per  1000  per  annum.  The  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  were 
distributed  over  the  four  quarters  of  the  year  as  follows  : — First 
quarter,  9  ;  second  quarter,  10  ;  third  quarter,  301  ;  and 
fourth  quarter,  19.  The  average  number  of  deaths  from 
Diarrhoea  in  the  City  during  the  past  twenty  years  was  286. 
The  highest  mortality  from  Diarrhoea  in  the  seventy-six  great 
towns  was  1*59  in  West  Ham,  1-68  in  Wigan,  and  1-78  in 
Grimsby. 

Infantile  Diarrhoea. 

Of  339  deaths  from  Diarrhoea,  285  were  children  aged 
one  year  and  under,  and  of  this  latter  number  258  died  in  the 
autumnal  quarter,  216  of  whom  were  bottle-fed  or  had  received 
a  mixed  diet,  and  42  only  had  been  breast-fed.

Hospitals. 

Seven  hundred  and  eighty-nine  patients  have  been 
admitted  during  the  year  1905,  as  against  756  in  1904,  and 
616  in  1903. 

Of  the  cases  admitted  into  Hospital,  47  were  suffering 
from  Small  Pox,  331  from  Scarlatina,  224  from  Diphtheria, 
62  from  Typhoid  Fever,  3  from  Measles,  and  122  were 
admitted  for  isolation. 

The  admissions  were  distributed  over  the  four  quarters 
of  the  year  as  follows  : — 

First  quarter,  241  ;  second  quarter,  148  ;  third  quarter, 
183  ;  fourth  quarter,  217,

Six  hundred  and  seventy-five  cases  of  Scarlatina  were 
notified  to  the  Authority,  of  which  number  326  or  48-3%  were 
removed  to  the  Sanatorium  for  isolation.  Of  the  328  admitted, 
11  proved  fatal,  giving  a  case  fatality  of  3-3  %  of  the  cases 
admitted.  Five  cases  in  addition  were  admitted  from  outside 
the  boundary,  or  from  vessels  arriving  in  Port. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-eight  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever 
were  notified,  of  which  number  sixty- two  or  48’ 4  per  cent, 
were  admitted  to  the  Hospitals  (sixty  to  the  Sanatorium  and 
two  to  the  Evan  Fraser  Hospital).  Of  this  number  twelve 
proved  fatal,  giving  a  case  mortality  of  19-3  %  as  against 
12-5  %  for  1903,  and  19-8  %  for  1904. 

Seven  hundred  persons  were  notified  as  suffering  from 
Diphtheria.  Of  this  number,  208,  or  29-7  %  were  removed  to 
the  Hospitals  for  isolation.  Sixteen  cases  in  addition  have 
been  admitted  from  vessels  or  from  outside  the  City  boundary, 
three  of  which  proved  fatal. 

The  accompanying  Table  gives  particulars  of  222  cases 
notified  and  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium.  Thirty- three  deaths 
from  Diphtheria  occurred  in  the  Institution,  giving  a  case 
mortality  of  14-8  %.  It  is  felt  that  this  figure,  which  is  a 
marked  reduction  on  what  prevailed  before  the  use  of  Antitoxin, 
could  be  further  very  considerably  reduced  if  the  cases  were 
admitted  to  Hospital  and  brought  earlier  under  the  antitoxin 
treatment.  Of  the  thirty-three  deaths  in  the  Institution  nine 
of  the  cases  showed  the  Haemorrhagic  tendency. 

The  percentage  of  deaths  from  all  causes  to  the  total 
admissions  was  equal  to  7*7  %,  as  against  8*2  %  during  the  year 
1904,  and  6*9  %  during  the  year  1903. 

The  average  daily  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospitals 
was  85,  and  the  average  stay  of  each  patient  was  39  days. 
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This  Table  includes  cases  admitted  to  .the  Sanatorium  from  the  City,  Port  and  outlying  Districts. 
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The  following  table  shews  the  number  of  Cases  Admitted  into 
the  Hospitals  in  age  periods,  and  the  diseases  from  which 
they  were  suffering,  and  includes  Patients  admitted  from 
ships  and  from  outlying  districts,  as  well  as  those  from 
within  the  City  boundary  : — 
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Table  shewing  the  number  of  the  deaths  which  occured 
in  the  Hospitals  and  the  districts  from  which  they  were  removed. 
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Small  Pox. 

Forty-seven  cases  of  Small  Pox  were  admitted  into 
Hospital.  The  prevailing  type  of  the  disease  was  mild,  the  case 
mortality  being  6-3  %.  The  following  tables  give  particulars 
as  to  vaccination. 

Re  -VACCINATION . 

No  person  who  had  been  recently  successfully  re¬ 
vaccinated  was  attacked.  Two  persons  stated  to  have  been 
successfully  re- vaccinated  at  some  time  were  admitted.  The 
particulars  of  these  cases  are  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Male,  aged  55  years,  admitted  11th  January,  1905. 

Five  marks  primary  vaccination,  approximate  area, 
1 1  square  inches.  Vaccinated  in  infancy.  Stated  to 
have  been  successfully  re-vaccinated  about  30  years 
previous  to  date  of  attack.  This  person  suffered  a 
confluent  attack  and  died  on  the  28th  January. 

(b)  Male,  aged  40  years,  admitted  1.7th  January,  1905.  One 

mark  primary  vaccination,  approximate  area, 
!  square  inch.  Vaccinated  in  infancy.  Stated  to 
have  been  successfully  re-vaccinated  9  years  previous 
to  admission.  No  scars  could  be  discerned  to 
substantiate  statement.  Patient  suffered  a  discrete 
attack,  and  left  the  hospital  on  the  30th  January. 


Four  persons  were  admitted  suffering  from  Small  Pox  who 
had  been  successfully  re-vaccinated  after  having  been  infected 
with  the  disease.  The  following  statement  shews  the  date  of 
re-vaccination  and  the  stated  date  of  appearance  of  eruption 
in  each  case  : —  ‘

The  new  Isolation  Blocks  at  the  Sanatorium  have  been 
completed,  and  since  the  close  of  the  year  have  been  furnished 
and  made  ready  for  occupation.  They  will  form  a  valuable 
addition  to  the  other  existing  buildings,  being  specially  adapted 
for  the  admission  of  suspicious  and  undefined  cases  of  infectious 
disease  ;  and  secondly,  for  the  isolation  and  treatment  of 
patients  who,  after  admission  for  a  specific  disease,  develop 
another  disease  which  had  been  incubating  before  or  at  the 
time  of  removal. 

Accidents,  &c. 

One  hundred  and  eighteen  lives  were  lost  by  accident  or 

negligence,  as  against  106  in  1904,  and  113  in  1903.

The  number  of  deaths  by  drowning  was  25,  as  against, 
40  in  1904,  and  28  in  1903. 

Inquests. 

The  number  of  deaths  which  have  formed  the  subject  of 
a  Coroner’s  inquiry  was  329,  as  against  347  in  1904,  and  297  in 
1903.  The  Coroner  also  investigated  the  circumstances 
attending  the  deaths  of  40  persons  (22  males  and  18  females), 
in  which  he  did  not  consider  it  necessary  to  hold  inquests.

Two  hundred  and  fifty-one  deaths  from  Phthisis  were 
reported,  as  against  308  in  1904,  and  261  in  1903. 

Notification  and  Treatment  of  Consumption. 

On  Thursday,  the  19th  October,  an  important  Conference, 
convened  by  the  Hull  Sanitary  Committee,  and  attended  by 
representatives  from  the  East  Riding  Sanitary  Authorities, 
the  Hull  Incorporation  of  the  Poor,  and  the  Sculcoates 
Guardans,  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall,  Hull,  to  consider  the 
question  of  the  notification  and  treatment  of  Consumption. 

Addresses  were  delivered  on  tc  The  duties  of  Public  Health 
Authorities  in  relation  to  the  prevention  and  spread  of 
tuberculosis,”  and  “  Sanatoria  treatment  of  Consumption.” 
These  were  followed  by  a  discussion,  at  the  close  of  which  the 
following  resolutions  were  passed  : — 

That  the  various  Sanitary  Authorities  represented 
here  to-day,  as  also  any  Urban  or  Rural  District  Council 
of  the  East  Riding  not  so  represented,  be  recommended  : — 

(1)  To  adopt  a  system  of  compulsory  or  voluntary 
notification  of  Consumption,  with  a  view  to  preventing 
the  spread  of  the  disease  ; 

(2)  To  secure  the  adoption  of  bye-laws  preventing 
spitting  in  public  conveyances  or  places  of  public 
resort. 

(3)  To  carry  out  a  vigorous  inspection  of  ( a )  all 
cowsheds  and  dairies,  for  the  purpose  of  detecting 
animals  affected  with  tuberculosis  ;  and  (b)  meat  and 
other  food  supplies  ;  and 

(4)  To  take  measures  as  to  the  proper  housing  of  the 
people  so  far  as  regards  the  erection  of  new  dwellings 
and  the  dwellings  now  in  existance. 
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As  a  result  of  this  Conference  voluntary  notification 
of  Consumption  was  adopted,  and  came  into  operation  in  this 
city  on  the  30th  November,  1905. 

The  investigation  of  all  cases  notified  is  undertaken  by 
the  Midwives7  Inspector,  and  printed  precautions  against  the 
spread  of  the  disease  are  freely  distributed. 

Midwives  Act,  1902. 

During  the  year  Miss  Mabel  Harrison,  L.O.S. :  A.R.S.I., 
was  appointed  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act, 
and  entered  on  her  duties  on  the  1st  March. 

In  the  course  of  her  investigations  it  has  been  ascertained 
that  101  women  were  pursuing  the  calling  of  Mid  wives  in  the 
City. 

Thirteen  of  that  number  have  received  hospital  training, 
and  certificates,  from  a  recognised  body,  approved  as  a  training 
school,  by  the  Central  Midwives7  Board. 

Forty-five  are  certified  bona  fide  midwives,  who  have  had 
no  training,  and  passed  no  examination,  but  a  certificate  has 
been  granted  to  them  by  the  Central  Midwives7  Board  in 
recognition  of  their  having  been  in  bona  fide  practice  at  least 
one  year  previous  to  the  passing  of  the  Midwives  Act, 
1902.  No  further  certificates  will  be  granted  except  by 
examination. 

Forty-three  have  not  received  the  certificate  of  the 
Central  Midwives7  Board,  and  are  therefore  prohibited  from 
taking  the  title  of  midwife  or  in  any  way  implying  they  are 
persons  recognised  by  law  to  practice  as  such,  but  under  those 
conditions  may  so  continue  to  practice  till  1910.  After  that 
date  they  are  entirely  prohibited  habitually  and  for  gain 
attending  women  in  child-birth,  except  under  the  direction  of 
a  qualified  Medical  Practitioner,77 
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The  following  statistics  show  the  condition  and  method 
of  practice  of  sixty-fonr  midwives,  on  the  first  visit  of  inspection,

On  the  Act  coming  into  force  the  hospital-trained 
mid  wives  were  wearing  washing  dresses,  using  antiseptics, 
and  carrying  the  necessary  appliances  required  by  the  Central 
Midwives’  Board,  and  their  method  of  work  and  the  sanitary 
condition  of  their  homes  was  very  satisfactory. 

The  bona-fide  midwives  now  practising  have  obtained 
and  are  wearing  washing  dresses,  using  antiseptics,  and 
carrying  the  appliances  required  by  the  Central  Midwives’ 
Board  Rules,  and  though  a  special  bag  has  not  been  insisted 
upon  all  the  bags  are  lined  with  washable  material,  and  have 
washable  bags  containing  the  appliances. 

All  the  midwives  are  keeping  the  necessary  register  of 
cases,  help  being  given  when  required. 

Under  the  Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives’  Board,  the 

midwife  must  notify  to  the  Local  Supervising  Authority  all 

> 

cases  of — 

“  Death  of  the  mother,  or  child,  if  it  occurs  before 
the  attendance  of  a  registered  medical  practitioner,” 
all  cases  of  “  Still-birth,”  and  all  cases  in  which  it  is 
necessary  for  her  to  obtain  “  Medical  help.” 

For  the  notification  of  “  Death  ”  and  “  Still-birth  ” 
“  Forms  ”  have  been  supplied,  in  book-form,  to  the  midwives 
by  the  Local  Supervising  Authority,  for  the  notification  of 
“  Medical  help  ”  a  book  of  forms  was  issued  by  the  Central 
Midwives’  Board,  and  each  midwife  has  obtained  a  copy. 
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On  an  average  each  Midwife’s  Register  of  Cases,  bag  and 
appliances  is  inspected  and  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  house 
noted,  once  a  month,  though  at  first,  in  some  cases,  it  was  found 
necessary  to  visit  more  frequently. 

Supervision  has  been  specially  given  with  regard  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  midwives  and  their  homes,  and  an  endeavour 
is  made  to  educate  them  up  to  the  precautions  to  be  taken 
during  delivery  and  the  lying-in  period.  An  outline  is  also 
given  of  how  puerperal  fever  originally  originates,  that  they 
may  know  the  reason  for  the  precautions  they  are  required 
to  take. 

The  use  of  the  various  appliances  is  explained  and 
instruction  especially  given  with  regard  to  antiseptics  and  the 
use  of  the  clinical  thermometer.  The  rules  of  the  Central 
Midwives’  Board  are  explained  when  the  midwife  is  unable  to 
read,  and  any  breach  of  the  rules  is  investigated,  and  pointed 
out  to  the  midwife  with  warning. 

Advice  is  given  as  to  the  careful  washing  and  feeding  of 
the  infant  during  the  first  few  weeks  of  life. 

All  cases  of  “  Death  of  Infant,”  “  Still-births,”  “  Neglect 
of  Infant,”  “  Neglect  of  Midwife,”  notified,  have  received 
very  careful  investigation. 

In  no  case  has  wilful  neglect  been  proved. 

• 

Letters  were  sent  to  nine  midwives  requesting  them  to 
conform  to  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives’  Board  by 
obtaining  the  necessary  appliances.  Eight  at  once  complied 
with  the  request.  In  one  case,  by  formal  notice  sent  by  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  midwife  was  summoned  to 
appear  before  the  Committee  for  failure  to  comply,  but 
satisfactory  evidence  was  produced,  showing  cause  why  she 
should  not  be  suspended,  and  she  was  accordingly  discharged 
with  a  caution. 
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Letters  were  sent  to  two  midwives  drawing  their  atten¬ 
tion  to  a  breach  of  the  rules.  An  apology  was  received  in 
both  cases  and  there  has  been  no  occasion  to  warn  them 
further. 

One  letter  was  sent  requesting  an  uncertified  person  to 
discontinue  taking  the  “  title  of  midwife  ”  and  to  remove  the 
plate  from  her  door. 

The  request  was  complied  with. 

Though  there  is  still  much  to  be  done  the  general 
condition  of  the  midwives,  their  homes  and  their  method  of 
working  is  considerably  improved  and  intemperance  somewhat 
abated,  and  all  the  midwives  are  apparently,  to  the  best  of 
their  ability  carrying  out  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives’ 
Board. 

The  work  has  met  with  very  little  opposition,  the 
midwives  generally  receiving  very  kindly  the  supervision 
that  the  Act  has  imposed  upon  them,  each  offering  every 
facility  for  inspection,  and  many  seeking  help  or  advice  during 
the  office  hours  placed  at  their  disposal.

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Sanitation. 

During  the  year  eight  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty- 
two  houses  have  been  examined  in  the  house-to-house  inspection. 
Three  thousand  and  eighty-two  visits  and  inspections  have 
been  made  to  ascertain  if  works  ordered  by  notices  were  in 
progress  and  to  examine  houses  respecting  which  complaints 
had  been  received. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  ordinary  work  carried  out 
by  the  seven  District  Inspectors,  four  other  Officers  have  been 
specially  detailed  to  make  a  house-to-house  inspection  in  the 
poorer  localities  of  the  city,  the  number  of  houses  inspected 
being  10,979,  resulting  in  921  notices  being  served  for  the 
abatement  of  nuisances  discovered.  Three  thousand  five 
hundred  and  thirty- three  re -inspections  have  been  made  to 
ascertain  if  the  notices  served  had  been  complied  with. 

Two  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty  seven  visits  have 
been  made  to  Common  Lodging  Houses,  including  two  thousand 
one  hundred  and  forty-four  day  and  one  hundred  and  forty- 
three  night  visits. 

Seven  hundred  and  thirty-six  visits  have  been  made  to 
Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses,  including  seven  hundred  and  nine 
day  and  twenty-seven  night  visits. 

Two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-three  cases  of 
infectious  disease  were  investigated,  seven  hundred  and 
thirty-three  patients  were  removed  to  the  hospitals  from  the 
City,  and  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy-four  houses 
disinfected. 

Removal  of  Human  Remains  from  the  Hope  Street 

Congregational  Church. 

In  pursuance  of  a  licence  received  from  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  the  removal  of  the  human  remains  interred  in  the 
Hope  Street  Congregational  Church,  I  beg  to  report  that  from 
the  4th  to  the  29th  September  the  remains  of  227  bodies  were 
disinterred  from  under  or  about  the  area  of  the  said  church. 
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The  coffins  and  remains  were  placed  in  well  pitched  shells  and 
surrounded  with  newly  made  vegetable  charcoal,  and  re-buried 
in  the  Western  cemetery. 

The  removals  were  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the 
conditions  set  forth  in  the  licence,  which  are  as  follows  : — 

(1)  That  the  removals  be  effected  with  due  care  and 
attention  to  decency  early  in  the  morning. 

(2)  That  freshly  made  ground  lime  be  freely  sprinkled 
over  the  coffins,  the  soil,  or  any  matter  that  may  be 
offensive. 

(3)  That  the  remains  be  forthwith  re-interred  in  the 
Western  Cemetery,  Hull,  and 

(4)  That  the  removals  be  effected  under  the  supervision 
and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
the  City  of  Hull. 

The  work  of  exhumation,  removal  and  re-interment  of 
the  remains,  was  carried  out  under  the  supervision 
of  inspectors  R.  Martin  and  A.  Rowland. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Acts,  1 890-1 903. 

During  the  year  the  steady  application  in  working  these 
important  Acts  in  regard  to  dwelling-houses  unfit  for  human 
habitation  has  been  maintained,  and  has  resulted  in  the  total 
demolition  of  one  hundred  and  eighteen  dwelling-houses. 

Twenty-one  structural  alterations  of  dwelling-houses  or 
conversions  into  warehouses,  &c.,  were  allowed  to  be  carried 
out  by  the  owners,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  obtain 
Magistrates  Closing  Orders  for  the  compulsory  closure  of  fifteen 
dwelling-houses.  Also  seventy-one  dwelling-houses  have  been 
surveyed  and  represented  to  your  Committee  as  being  unfit 
for  human  habitation  to  be  summarily  dealt  with  under  these 
Acts.

Flushing  and  Distribution  of  Disinfectants. 

Four  hundred  and  forty-two  gallons  of  Disinfectant  Fluid 
have  been  given  to  persons  applying  at  the  offices  of  the 
Sanitary  Department. 

Fifty-eight  tons  of  disinfecting  powder  have  been 
distributed  during  the  process  of  the  collection  of  excreta  and 
house  refuse,  which  was  continued  from  time  to  time  during 
the  whole  of  the  year. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

A  systematic  inspection  of  these  houses  has  been  carried 
out  by  your  Inspector  both  by  day  and  night,  and  special 
reports  have  from  time  to  time  been  furnished  to  your 
Committee. 
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Food  Inspection. 

The  system  of  Food  Inspection  in  the  City  has  been 
carried  out  during  the  past  year  by  Mr.  James  McPhail, 
M.R.C.V.S.,  &c. ,  Chief  Food  Inspector,  with  four  assistants, 
whose  duties  include  Meat  Inspection,  Fish  and  Fruit  Inspection, 
Cowsheds  and  Dairies,  and  Cows  therein  also,  and  Inspection 
of  all  retail  shops  in  the  City,  and  the  following  is  the  report 
of  work  done.

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METEOROLOGY. 

Meteorogical  observations  from  the  Observatory  at  Pearson 
Park  (supplied  by  Mr.  H.  B.  Witty,  F.R.,  Met.  Soc. ;  F.R.H.S.) 

January. 

Though  there  were  a  few  fine  days,  yet  generally  it  was 
cold,  some  severe  frosts  being  experienced,  while  it  was  stormy 
at  times,  notably  on  the  11th  and  15th  p.m.  Snow  fell  on 
the  1st,  9th  and  16th  and  fog  was  prevalent  on  5  occasions, 
and  although  sunshine  recorded  amounted  to  21  hours,  yet 
there  were  many  sunless  days.  The  rainfall  was  very  light, 
viz.,  0-62,  the  heaviest  fall  being  0T5  on  the  11th.  The  mean 
maximum  reading  of  the  screen  thermometer  was  43°  6'  ; 
the  highest  was  54°  on  the  6th,  and  the  lowest  34°  on  the 
16th.  The  highest  reading  of  the  minima  was  44°  on  the  4th 
and  8th,  and  the  lowest  21°  on  the  20th,  having  a  mean  of 
33°  6'.  The  solar  maxima  mean  reading  was  54°  *9'.  The 
gross  minima  was  frequently  low,  the  highest  being  40°  on 
the  8th  and  the  lowest  16°  on  the  19th  ;  the  mean  was  28°  8', 
on  22  occasions  it  was  at  or  below  freezing  point.  The  highest 
barometer  reading  was  30-898  on  the  28th,  and  the  lowest 
29-188  ;  the  absolute  mean  for  the  period  was  30-233.  The 
mean  earth  temperature  at  1  foot  deep  was  36°  7',  and  at  4  feet 
deep  43°.  The  winds  were  principally  westerly,  but  it  was  in 
the  latter  part  frequently  calm  p.m. 

February. 

The  weather  was  somewhat  variable  and  often  dull  and 
cold,  although  a  few  bright  periods  of  sunshine  were  recorded, 
totalling  46  hours.  It  was  stormy  on  the  1st  and  occasionally 
squally.  Falls  of  snow  or  sleet  occurred  on  the  11th,  12th, 
20th  and  27th,  and  fog  was  noted  on  the  7th,  8th  and  15th. 
Hail  fell  on  the  19th.  The  heaviest  rainfall  was  0-42  on  the 
last  day  ;  the  total  for  the  period  was  1-16.  The  highest 
reading  of  the  screen  maxima  was  55°  on  the  18th  and  the 
lowest  35°  on  the  12th,  having  a  mean  of  45°  6b  The  readings 
of  the  screen  minima  were  highest,  44°,  on  the  5th  and  6th, 
and  the  lowest,  28°,  on  the  8th  and  12th,  the  mean  being  35°  6'. 
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The  solar  maxima  at  4  feet  high  had  a  mean  of  69°.  The  highest 
grass  minima  was  39°  on  the  6th  and  the  lowest  18°  on  the  8th, 
the  mean  being  29°.  The  highest  reading  of  the  barometer 
was  30-618  on  the  22nd  and  the  lowest  28-958  on  the  27th, 
the  mean  for  the  period  being  30-124.  The  earth  temperature 
at  1  foot  had  a  mean  of  38°  and  at  4  feet  deep  41°  9',  the  winds 
being  frequently  northerly. 

March. 

Generally  the  weather  was  mild  and  open  with  several 
periods  of  bright  sunshine  to  record.  It  was  occasionally 
squally,  with  showers,  and  stormy  on  the  15th,  the  winds  being 
chiefly  south  or  south  westerly.  Some  beneficial  rains  fell, 
the  greatest  amount  being  0-58  on  the  28th,  the  result  of  19 
days’  measurements  being  2-05.  The  duration  of  bright 
sunshine  was  83  hours.  Hail  fell  on  the  12th  and  fog  was  noted 
on  4  dates.  The  temperatures  improved  considerably,  the 
highest  reading  of  the  maxima  in  the  screen  was  58°  on  the 
18th  and  28th,  and  the  lowest  43°  on  the  1st,  having  a  mean  of 
51°.  The  highest  reading  of  the  screen  minima  was  42°  on  3 
occasions  ;  the  lowest  was  30°  on  the  19th,  the  mean  being  37°. 
Of  the  solar  maxima  the  mean  was  87°,  while  the  ground  minima 
had  a  mean  of  30°,  the  highest  of  which  was  38°  on  the  5th  and 
26th,  the  lowest  being  23°  on  the  20th.  The  highest  barometer 
reading  was  30-316  on  the  3rd  and  the  lowest  28-926  on  the 
15th,  the  mean  for  the  period  being  29-720.  The  mean 
temperature  of  the  earth  at  1  foot  deep  was  41°  and  at  4  feet 
deep  42°. 

April. 

Extremely  variable  and  at  times  very  unsettled  ;  there 
were  frequent  squalls,  with  sleet,  hail  and  rain.  Snow  fell  on 
the  7th.  The  winds,  though  generally  moderate  a.m.  and 
p.m.,  were  fairly  strong  midday.  Fog  was  noted  on  the  17th, 
but  it  was  somewhat  misty  and  hazy  at  times.  On  20  days 
rain  fell,  on  several  of  which  it  was  considerable  ;  the  total 
was  2-44.  The  sunshine  recorded  amounted  to  81  hours. 
There  was  very  little  improvement  in  the  air  temperature. 
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The  highest  reading  of  the  screen  maxima  was  60°  on  the  28th, 
and  the  lowest  42°  on  the  19th,  the  mean  being  51°  8'.  The 
highest  reading  of  the  screen  minima  was  47°  on  the  27th 
and  28th,  and  the  lowest  27°  on  the  8th,  the  mean  being  38°, 
The  meam  reading  of  the  solar  maxima  was  95°.  The  mean 
reading  of  the  grass  minima  was  33°  ;  on  14  occasions  it  was 
at  or  below  32°.  The  highest  barometer  reading  was  30-272 
on  the  1st  and  the  lowest  29-314  on  the  30th,  having  a  mean 
of  29-881.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  earth  at  1  foot  deep 
was  44°  5'  and  at  4  feet  deep  the  same. 

May. 

Some  low  night  temperatures  were  experienced  in  the 
earlier  part  of  the  month,  and  a  severe  frost  on  the  23rd,  with 
some  sleet  and  hail  on  the  22nd  ;  otherwise  some  very  fine 
spring  weather  prevailed,  some  of  the  days  being  very  hot  and 
very  dry.  The  rainfall  was  0-51,  and  with  one  or  two  exceptions 
the  weather  was  very  mild.  The  temperatures  were  much 
improved  on  the  previous  month,  the  highest  of  the  maxima 
readings  being  79°  on  the  28th  and  the  lowest  of  such  49°  on 
the  5th  and  21st  ;  the  mean  was  59°  T.  The  highest  reading 
of  the  minima  in  the  screen  was  55°  on  .the  28th  and  the  lowest 
31°  on  the  23rd,  having  a  mean  of  42°  8'.  The  mean  solar 
reading  was  105°,  while  the  highest  of  the  grass  minima 
amounted  to  50°  on  the  28th  and  the  lowest  24°  on  the  23rd, 
the  mean  being  36°.  The  highest  reading  of  the  barometer 
was  30-568  on  the  5th,  and  the  lowest  29-312  on  the  1st,  the 
mean  being  30-203.  The  increased  solar  heat  gave  a  reading 
of  the  earth  temperature  at  1  foot  of  51°  and  at  4  feet  48°  for 
the  greater  part  of  the  period  the  winds  were  northerly,  but 
frequently  calm. 

June. 

Very  fine  weather  prevailed  generally  throughout  the 
month,  with  an  exceptional  amount  of  bright  sunshine.  Many 
very  bright  days,  with  a  few  somewhat  cool  nights,  were 
experienced  ;  towards  the  end  of  the  month  thunder  was  heard, 


and  some  good  rains  recorded,  the  greatest  amount  being 
0-94  on  the  last  day,  the  total  being  2-28.  The  great  heat  on 
several  days  was  oppressive,  being  sultry  on  the  17th.  The 
highest  reading  of  the  screen  maxima  was  78°  on  the  27th 
and  the  lowest  54°  on  the  7th,  having  a  mean  of  66°  5b  The 
highest  reading  of  the  minima  in  the  screen  was  58°  on  the 
28th  and  the  lowest  41°  on  the  10th,  the  mean  for  such  being 
49°.  The  mean  reading  of  the  solar  maxima  was  115°  9b 
The  highest  reading  of  the  grass  minima  was  54°  on  the  30th 
and  the  lowest  34°  on  the  5th,  having  a  mean  of  44°.  The 
barometer  mean  reading  was  30 •  064,  the  highest  being  30-522 
and  the  lowest  29-768.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  earth 
at  1  foot  deep  was  59°  and  at  4  feet  deep  53°. 

July. 

The  very  fine  weather  experienced  during  the  previous 
month  continued  throughout  this  month,  there  being  some 
exceptionally  bright  days.  At  times  it  was  very  hot  and 
occasionally  oppressive  and  sultry,  the  whole  month  being 
notable  for  its  many  fine  clear  days.  The  total  sunshine 
recorded  was  155  hours,  while  the  rainfall,  measured  on  9  days, 
totalled  1-60  ;  the  fall  of  the  22nd  measured  0-82.  The 
highest  reading  of  the  screen  maxima  was  85°  on  the  14th, 
while  the  lowest  was  but  67°  on  the  6th  and  28th,  the  mean 
being  73°.  Of  the  minima  in  the  screen  the  highest  reading 
was  64°  on  the  12th  and  the  lowest  47°  on  the  4th  and  19th, 
having  a  mean  of  54°.  The  mean  reading  of  the  solar  maxima 
was  120°  7b  The  highest  reading  of  the  grass  minima  was 
59°  on  the  12th  and  the  lowest  38°  on  the  19th,  having  a  mean 
of  44°.  The  highest  reading  of  the  barometer  was  30-360 
on  the  3rd  and  the  lowest  29-810  on  the  30th,  the  mean  for 
the  period  being  30-107.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  earth 
at  1  foot  deep  was  63°  and  at  4  feet  deep  57°  6b 

August. 

Somewhat  unsettled  weather  was  experienced,  yet  there 
were  a  few  bright  intervals,  although  the  winds  were  much 
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stronger  in  force,  chiefly  a.m.,  it  being  frequently  calm  p.m. 
It  was  stormy  on  the  5th  and  9th,  with  thunder  ;  a  strong 
gale  was  felt  on  the  19th,  while  on  several  days  it  was  squally, 
with  rain,  which  was  measured  on  21  days,  totalling  2-73. 
The  temperatures  were  fairly  well  maintained.  The  highest 
reading  of  the  screen  maximum  was  74°  on  the  14th  and  21st, 
and  the  lowest  60°  on  the  28th  and  30th  ;  the  mean  was  66°  6'. 
The  highest  reading  of  the  minimum  in  the  screen  was  58° 
on  the  4th  and  6th,  and  the  lowest  45°  on  the  25th,  the  mean 
being  51°  8'.  The  highest  solar  maxima  was  126°  on  the 
14th,  the  mean  being  106°  5'  for  the  period.  The  highest 
reading  of  the  grass  minima  was  52°  on  several  occasions,  and 
the  lowest  38°  on  the  17th,  having  a  mean  of  46°.  The  highest 
reading  of  the  barometer  was  30-326  on  the  13th,  and  the  lowest 
29-370  on  the  28th,  having  a  mean  of  29-917.  The  total 
sunshine  recorded  was  131J  hours.  The  earth  temperature 
at  1  foot  deep  had  a  mean  of  59°  6',  and  at  4  feet  58°. 

September. 

The  weather  generally  was  fine,  with  moderate  winds, 
which  were  usually  stronger  a.m.,  with  many  calm  nights. 
The  rainfall  was  low,  viz.,  1-44,  which  fell  principally  on  5 
dates.  It  was  freqently  cool  p.m.  towards  the  end  of  the 
month,  yet  there  were  several  mild  days  during  the  period. 
Although  the  mean  temperatures  were  falling  and  the  sunshine 
less  the  amount  recorded  was  96  hours  ;  a  dense  fog  occurred 
a.m.  on  the  18th.  There  was  no  thunder  or  lightning  recorded. 
The  highest  reading  of  the  screen  maxima  was  70°  on  the  2nd, 
and  the  lowest  53°  on  the  30th,  the  mean  being  62°  6'.  The 
highest  reading  of  the  screen  minima  was  56°  on  the  3rd,  and 
the  lowest  37°  on  the  15th,  giving  a  mean  of  47°  8r.  The  solar 
maxima  was  fairly  good  until  the  end  of  the  month  ;  the  mean 
reading  was  98°  9'.  The  mean  grass  minima  was  40°  8',  the 
highest  reading  being  52°  on  the  3rd,  and  the  lowest  28°  on 
the  15th.  The  highest  reading  of  the  barometer  was  30-424 


on  the  17th,  and  the  lowest  29-536  on  the  10th,  having  a  mean 
reading  of  30-029.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  earth  at  1  foot 
deep  was  55°  and  at  4  feet  deep  56°  6b 

October. 

The  weather  during  this  month  was  somewhat  unsettled, 
the  winds  being  chiefly  northerly,  with  frequent  falls  of  rain. 
The  temperatures  fell  considerably,  although  there  was  a  fair 
amount  of  sunshine  recorded,  viz.,  75  hours.  This  fall  in 
temperature  was  from  the  12th  to  the  end,  during  which  hail 
and  sleet  occasionally  fell .  It  was  squally,  with  rain,  on  a  few 
dates  and  stormy  p.m.  on  the  13th.  There  was  some  slight 
mist  on  the  7th,  1 1th  and  12th,  but  no  fog.  The  highest  reading 
of  the  maxima  in  the  screen  was  63°  on  the  9th,  and  the  lowest 
48°  on  several  dates,  the  mean  being  51°  9b  The  highest 
reading  of  the  minima  in  the  screen  was  49°  on  the  lOtli,  and 
the  lowest  30°  on  the  17th,  while  the  solar  maxima  had  a  mean 
of  82°.  The  highest  reading  of  the  grass  minima  was  47°  on 
the  10th,  and  the  lowest  21°  on  the  17th,  the  mean  for  which 
was  32°  ;  on  19  nights  it  was  at  or  below  32°.  The  highest 
reading  of  the  barometer  was  30-600  on  the  10th,  and  the 
lowest  was  29-154  on  the  31st,  having  a  mean  of  30-032.  The 
mean  temperature  of  the  earth  fell  to  46°  6'  at  1  foot  deep 
and  to  52°  5'  at  4  feet  deep. 

November. 

Exceptionally  dull  weather  prevailed  throughout  the 
month,  the  amount  of  bright  sunshine  recorded  being  very  low, 
viz.,  19 1  hours.  Rain  fell  on  22  days  and  totalled  2-95.  Fog, 
too,  was  prevalent  on  7  occasions,  being  dense  on  the  1st, 
4th,  18th  and  21st,  while  hail  fell  on  the  15th  and  16th  and 
several  severe  frosts  were  experienced  from  the  16th  to  the 
22nd.  There  was  some  sleet  on  the  15th  and  19th,  the 
temperature  of  the  air  being  much  lower,  as  the  highest 
recorded  of  the  screen  maxima  was  but  52°  on  the  2nd  and  26th, 
while  the  lowest  was  31°  on  the  18th  ;  the  mean  for  the  period 
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was  45°  7'.  The  highest  reading  of  the  minimum  thermometer 
in  the  screen  was  44°  on  the  12th,  and  the  lowest  23°  on  the  18th 
and  19th,  having  a  mean  of  36°.  From  the  many  sunless  days 
the  mean  solar  reading  was  57°,  while  that  of  the  grass  minima 
was  31°,  the  highest  reading  being  44°  on  the  30th,  and  the 
lowest  19°  on  the  18th  and  20th  ;  on  18  dates  this  temperature 
was  at  or  below  freezing  point.  The  highest  reading  of  the 
barometer  was  30-302  on  the  18th,  and  the  lowest  28-868  on 
the  26th,  the  mean  for  the  period  being  29-723.  The  mean 
temperature  of  the  earth  at  1  foot  deep  was  41°  and  at  4  feet 
deep  47°  5'. 

December. 

For  this  period  there  were  several  very  mild  days, 
otherwise  the  weather  was  very  cloudy  and  dull,  sunshine 
only  being  recorded  on  4  days,  with  a  total  of  5  hours.  It  was 
frequently  misty  with  occasional  haze,  and  at  times  cold  p.m. 
The  winds  were  mostly  south  or  south-west  and  fairly  moderate. 
The  rainfall  was  very  low,  viz.,  0-41.  Hail  fell  on  the  30th  ; 
fog  was  dense  on  the  1st  and  noted  on  the  16th  and  17th,  while 
there  was  slight  mist  occasionally.  The  highest  reading  of  the 
maximum  in  the  screen  was  53°  on  the  7th,  and  the  lowest 
38°  on  the  31st,  having  a  mean  of  44°  T .  The  highest  reading 
of  the  minima  in  the  screen  was  44°  on  the  21st,  and  the  lowest 
30°  on  the  31st,  the  mean  being  36°.  The  mean  reading  of  the 
solar  thermometer  being  55°.  The  highest  reading  of  the 
grass  minima  was  40°  on  the  7th,  and  the  lowest  22°  on  the  13th, 
having  a  mean  of  31°  8',  it  being  at  or  below  freezing  on  16 
occasions.  The  highest  reading  of  the  barometer  was  30 898 
on  the  12th  and  the  lowest  29-346  on  the  29th,  the  mean  being 
30-228.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  earth  at  1  foot  deep 
was  39°  and  at  4  feet  deep  44°  5'.

Diphtheria. 


On  Wednesday,  15th  March,  notification  was  received 
from  a  Medical  Practitioner  that  the  Master,  aged  22  years, 
of  the  Canal  Boat  “  Pearl,”  registered  No.  739,  Goole,  lying 
in  the  St.  Andrew’s  Dock,  was  suffering  from  Diphtheria. 
The  patient  was  removed  to  Hospital  and  the  necessary 
disinfection  carried  out. 


Erysipelas. 


On  Monday,  3rd  April,  a  Medical  Practitioner  notified 
that  a  child,  age  7  months,  son  of  the  Master  of  the  Canal 
Boat  “  Arthur,”  registered  No.  533,  Hull,  lying  in  the  Queen’s 
Dock,  was  suffering  with  Erysipelas.  The  necessary 
precautions  were  taken,  and  on  the  recovery  of  the  patient, 
the  cabin  was  disinfected. 
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Legal  Proceedings. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  take 
legal  proceedings,  as  in  nearly  every  instance  where 
contraventions  of  the  Canal  Boats  Acts  have  been  discovered, 
the  persons  responsible  have  carried  out  the  necessary  work 


with  the  least  possible  delay.

Change  of  Master  on  13  boats,  of  ownership  on  20  boats, 
and  of  boats’  names  in  3  cases,  have  been  registered  during 
the  year, 
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Report  on  the  Administration  of  the  Factory  and 
Workshop  Act,  Shop  Hours  Acts  and  the  Seats 
for  Shop  Assistants  Act,  Employment  of  Children 
Act  and  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  Act. 

General  Remarks  on  the  Work. 

In  my  last  report  attention  was  called  to  the  great 
increase  of  office  work  in  this  department  and  the  need  for 
assistance  being  appointed.  This  was  done  last  June  by  the 
appointment  of  a  junior  to  assist  the  Inspector  generally. 
The  appointment  has  been  fully  justified,  not  only  on  account 
of  further  increase  of  office  work  caused  by  the  Shop  Hours 
Act,  1904,  and  The  Employment  of  Children  Act,  1903,  but 
also  in  respect  to  the  number  and  result  of  inspections.  The 
number  of  inspections  recorded  in  1904  and  1905  were  4,356 
and  5,890  respectively,  and  the  faults  amended  were  471  and 
545  respectively. 

Nothing  has  yet  been  heard  of  the  Home  Office  proposal 
to  draft  model  bye-laws  respecting  means  of  escape  in  case  of 
fire  in  factories  and  workshops  ;  consequently  no  action  has 
been  taken  with  regard  to  dangerous  buildings  in  which  less 
than  forty  persons  were  employed. 

During  the  year  several  workshops  have  been  converted 
into  factories  by  the  installation  of  motive  power  ;  chiefly 
electricity. 

The  large  table  attached  hereto  has  been  reduced  to  show 
only  the  work  accomplished  in  this  branch  during  the  past  ten 
years  instead  of  from  the  commencement  of  the  office. 

Factories. 

As  previously,  the  inspection  of  factories  has  been  limited 
mainly  to  the  inspection  of  fire-escapes  and  the  investigation 
of  complaints. 
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Workshops  and  Workplaces. 

The  whole  of  the  workshops  in  the  City,  with  few 
exceptions,  have  been  inspected  at  least  once  during  the  year, 
and  where  occasion  required  more  frequently.  In  the  early 
part  of  the  year  considerable  attention  was  given  to  the 
fish-curing  houses,  which  resulted  in  the  case  of  one  obsolete 
curing-house  being  discontinued  and  extensive  alterations  and 
amendments  in  others,  especially  in  respect  to  sanitary 
accommodation.  Generally  speaking  the  workshops  and 
workplaces  in  the  City  have  been  kept  in  a  fair  sanitary 
condition. 

Fire  Escapes. 

Considerable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  means  of 
escape  in  case  of  fire  at  14  factories  during  the  year,  and  your 
Inspector  continues  to  give  special  attention  to  this  matter. 
One  of  the  most  serious  factory  fires  that  has  occurred  during 
the  year  was  at  the  Swan  Flour  Mills,  when  the  silo  was  burnt 
out.  This  is  the  first  occasion,  so  far  as  is  known,  on  which  a 
silo  building  has  been  burnt  down,  in  fact  it  was  thought  to 
have  been  almost  impossible  for  such  an  occurence  to  have 
taken  place.  Fortunately  there  was  no  one  in  the  building 
at  the  time  of  the  fire.  Since  this  fire  the  proprietors  of  the  mill 
have  undertaken  to  greatly  improve  the  means  of  escape  from 
the  floor  at  the  top  of  the  building,  which  is  situated  about  90 
feet  above  the  ground. 

Bakehouses. 

The  systematic  inspection  of  bakehouses  has  been 
continued  throughout  the  year,  and  the  half-yearly  lime-washing 
has  been  fairly  well  attended  to,  but  the  keeping  of  bakehouse 
floors,  &c.,  in  a  cleanly  state  still  leaves  room  for  improvement. 
It  has  on  several  occasions  been  the  unpleasant  duty  of  your 
Inspector  to  call  attention  to  the  extremely  obnoxious  habit 
of  spitting  on  bakehouse  floors,  and  I  would  direct  attention 
to  the  great  danger  the  public  are  exposed  to  by  such  a  habit 
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I  am  convinced  that  some  further  and  more  restringent 
powers  should  be  conferred  upon  Local  Authorities  than  is 
found  in  the  nuisance  clauses  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  for 
dealing  with  such  matters  as  these  in  bakehouses  ;  also,  in  order 
to  secure  removal  of  objectionable  conditions  from  bakehouses, 
and  other  places  of  like  character,  and  to  prevent  the  putting 
into  use  unsuitable  premises  for  such  purposes,  a  system  of 
licensing  by  Sanitary  Authorities  should  be  established. 
Early  in  the  year  my  attention  was  directed  to  the  fact  that 
some  six  months  previously  a  baker  of  fancy  bread  had  erected 
a  rough  wooden  structure  at  the  rear  of  his  dwelling,  making  use 
of  a  dilapidated  garden  wall  as  part  of  the  structure,  and 
enclosing  a  yard  gully  into  which  discharged  a  kitchen  sink, 
bath  and  lavatory  wastes,  and  started  a  wholesale  bakery. 
Of  course  action  might  be  taken  against  the  occupier  for 
continuing  to  use  such  a  place  as  a  bakehouse,  but  there  appears 
to  be  no  power  to  prevent  its  establishment. 

Outworkers, 

The  work  in  connection  with  outworkers  has  been  kept 
up  during  the  year,  and  there  appears. from  the  tables  that 
there  had  been  241  failures  to  send  in  the  list  by  the  time 
required,  namely,  1st  of  February  and  the  1st  of  August  ;  the 
lists  were  obtained  after  sending  out  a  circular  letter,  reminding 
the  employers  of  the  fact.  All  the  lists  received  were  examined 
as  required  by  the  Act,  and  all  persons  whose  names  newly 
appeared  on  such  lists  were  visited,  as  were  all  others  where 
it  was  thought  advisable.  Only  in  a  few  instances  had  fault 
to  be  found  with  the  condition  of  the  premises  where  the  work 
was  done. 

Sixteen  cases  of  infectious  diseases  occurred  at  the 
homeworkers’  houses  where  wearing  apparel  was  made,  cleansed 
or  repaired,  and  in  each  case  the  necessary  precautions  were 
taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  The  employers 
have  always  been  willing  to  assist  the  Authority  in  this  respect, 
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The  Secretary  of  State  has,  by  Order,  dated  15th  August, 
1905,  revoked  all  previous  orders  respecting  outworkers  and 
fixed  the  classes  of  work  to  which  the  provisions  respecting  lists 
of  outworkers  shall  apply,  namely  : — 

Making,  cleaning,  washing,  altering,  ornamenting, 
finishing,  and  repairing  of  wearing  apparel,  and  any 
work  incidental  thereto  ; 

Making,  ornamenting,  mending,  and  finishing  of  lace,  and 
of  lace  curtains  and  nets  ; 

Cabinet  and  furniture  making  and  upholstery  work  ; 

Making  of  electro  plate  ; 

Making  of  files  ;  and 

Fur-pulling  ; 

Making  of  iron  and  steel  cables  and  chains  ; 

Making  of  iron  and  steel  anchors  and  grapnels  ; 

Making  of  cart  gear,  including  swivels,  rings,  loops,  gear 
buckles,  mullin  bits,  hooks,  and  attachments  of  all 
kinds. 

Making  of  locks,  latches  and  keys. 

The  making  of  covers  for,  and  the  covering,  finishing, 
altering  or  repairing  of,  umbrellas,  sunshades, 
parasols,  and  articles  of  a  similar  character,  and  any 
work  incidental  thereto. 

The  making  of  paper  bags  and  of  paper  boxes. 

Brushmaking  ;  and 

The  making  of  stuffed  toys. 

The  last  four  articles  of  the  Order  are  neiv. 

So  far  as  Hull  is  concerned,  outworkers  are  only  employed 
in  the  making,  altering  and  repairing  of  wearing  apparel, 
cabinet  and  furniture  making  and  upholstery  work,  the  making 
of  paper,  bags  and  brush  making. 

Shop  Hours  and  Seats  for  Shop  Assistants  Acts. 

These  Acts  continue  to  receive  due  attention,  and 
have,  so  far  as  limitation  of  the  weekly  employment  of 
young  persons,  been  fairly  well  regarded,  only  one  really 
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bad  case  of  excessive  hours  came  under  your  Inspector’s 
notice.  This  was  followed  by  a  prosecution.  Unfortunately 
the  lad  lost  his  situation  for  having  signed  a  declaration  when 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  Inspector.  The  case,  after  consulta¬ 
tion  with  the  Chairman  of  your  Committee,  was  laid  before 
the  Industrial  Law  Committee,'  London,  wh<a  generously 
indemnified  him  against  his  loss  by  paying  his  full  rate  of 
wages,  viz.,  12s.  per  week,  for  upwards  of  twenty  weeks,  and 
eventually  succeeded  in  finding  him  another  situation. 

I  am  more  strongly  of  opinion  year  by  year  that  the 
Shop  Hours  Act  should  provide  a  daily  limit,  within  fixed  hours, 
in  place  of  the  present  weekly  limit  and  should  extend  to  all 
females  employed  in  or  in  connection  with  shops.  The  Act 
at  present  puts  the  young  persons  into  a  very  invidious  position 
by  having,  on  the  request  of  Inspectors,  to  give  information 
against  their  employers,  and  may  risk  loss  of  employment 
thereby ;  further  in  many  cases  the  young  persons  cannot  be 
relied  upon  to  give  satisfactory  evidence  as  to  their  actual 
hours  of  employment  for  a  week  past. 

Shop  Hours  Act,  1904. 

Early  in  the  year  the  City  Council  received  two  petitions 
for  closing  Orders,  one  from  the  Butchers  and  one  from  the 
Hairdressers  in  the  City,  and,  after  due  consideration,  the 
Council  decided  to  proceed  to  make  Closing  Orders  for  the 
respective  trades,  but,  owing  to  opposition  by  a  section  of  the 
Butchers  in  the  City,  the  Secretary  of  State  declined  to  confirm 
the  Order  referring  to  the  Butchers’  Shops. 

In  respect  to  the  Hairdressers  the  following  Order  was 
made  and  confirmed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  on  the  15th  of 
February,  1906.

CLOSING  ORDER. 


IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED  THAT— 

1.  Title.  This  Order  may  be  cited  as  “The  Hair¬ 
dressers’  and  Barbers’  Shops  Closing  Order,  1905.” 

2.  Area.  The  area  within  and  throughout  which  this 
Order  applies,  is  the  whole  of  the  City  and  County  of  Kingston 
upon  Hull. 

3.  Shops.  The  Shops  to  which  this  Order  applies  are 
all  the  shops  in  the  said  area,  wherein  the  business  of  a 
Hairdresser  or  Barber  is  carried  on. 

4.  Closing  Hour.  The  “  closing  hour  ”  for  shops  to 
which  this  Order  applies,  shall  be  : — 

8  p.m.  on  Mondays  and  Tuesdays. 

9  p.m.  on  Wednesdays. 

1  p.m.  on  Thursdays. 

9  p.m.  on  Fridays. 

11.30  p.m.  on  Saturdays. 

Except  that  on  the  Thursday  preceding  Good  Friday,  and  on 
the  day  (not  being  a  Sunday)  preceding  Christmas  Day,  the 
closing  hour  shall  be  11.30  p.m. 

5.  Mixed  Shops.  Any  Hairdressers’  or  Barber’s  shop 
in  which  any  trade  or  business  other  than  that  of  a  Hairdresser 
or  Barber  is  carried  on,  may  be  kept  open  after  the  closing 
hour  for  the  purposes  of  such  other  trade  or  business  only,  but 
the  following  terms  and  conditions  shall  be  observed  therein, 
viz.  : — 

No  customer  shall,  after  the  Closing  Hour,  be  allowed 

access  to  any  room  in  or  part  of  the  shop  wherein  the 

business  of  a  Hairdresser  or  Barber  is  carried  on,  and 
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there  shall  be  a  moveable  barrier  fixed  at  the  entrance 

of  such  room  in  or  part  of  the  shop  so  as  to  prevent  such 

access 

6.  Exhibition  of  Notice.  The  occupier  of  every  shop 
to  which  this  Order  applies  shall  keep  exhibited  in  a  conspicuous 
position  therein,  a  notice  in  the  form  supplied  by  the  Council, 
specifying  the  hour  that  the  shop  is  to  be  closed  each  day,  so 
that  the  customers  resorting  to  the  shop  may  see  the  same.

Apart  from  this  there  has  been  during  the  year  some 
very  satisfactory  voluntary  effort  in  the  better  class  of 
establishments  for  the  early  closing  of  shops,  especially  in  the 
grocery  and  drapery  trades.  In  the  former  a  commendable 
action  has  been  taken,  emanating,  I  believe,  from  the  Grocers’ 
Association.

Employment  of  Children  Act,  1903, 

and 

Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  Act,  1904, 

Bye-laws  for  regulating  the  employment  of  children  have 
been  formally  made  by  the  City  Council  and  sent  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  his  approval.  Pending  the  making  of 
these  bye-laws  absolute  by  such  approval,  the  Act  is  not  being 
strictly  enforced  in  the  City. 

The  theatres  and  music  halls  in  which  children  have  been 
licensed  to  take  part  in  the  performances  have  been  regularly 
visited  by  your  Inspector.  Eight  contraventions,  mostly  of  a 
technical  character,  were  discovered,  though  it  was  not  deemed 
advisable  to  institute  legal  proceedings  in  any  case. 

There  were  29  licenses  granted  by  the  Magistrates, 
affecting  35  children,  being  a  marked  decrease  in  both  the 
number  of  licenses  and  the  number  of  children  employed.  In 
1904  the  numbers  were  36  and  118  respectively.
